Vanderbilt Beats the Record With 
Maude S and Aldine. 


A Mile in 2:151-2, With a Driver that Weighed 
200 Pounds—The Sign Which Gave Mr. 
Vanderbilt so Much Trouble—A Victory 
Baptized in Wine. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw YORK, June 16.—Mr. William H. 
Vanderbilt yesterday afternoon drove his 
celebrated team Maud S. and Aldine over 
the track of the Gentlemen’s Driving Park, 
in 2:15, lowering the record of 2:16%4, made 
by Mr. Frank Work’s team, Edward and 
Swiveller. On July I3, 1882, Mr. Frank 
Work’s team,driven by a professienal driver, 
succeeded in covering a mile on the Gentle- 
men’s driving track in 2:165%4, and a few days 
later the friends of Mr. Work caused a sign 
to be putup on the judges’ stand at the 
track with the words on it: “July 13, 1882, 
Edward. and Swiveller, 2:16%.” This 
sign in so conspicuous a place was 
an eyesore to Mr. Vanderbilt, 


whocould not bear tothink that any man 
should own a faster team thanhe. He sent 
word to Charter Oak Park, Hartford, where 
his team Aldine and Early Rose were then 
quartered, to have them given a trial to 
break the record of Edward and Swiveller. 
A few weeks later the trial was made, and 
THE TIME ANNOUNCED 
as 2:15%. ‘The correctness of the time was 
disputed by Mr. Work’s friends, and was as 
earnestly persisted in by Mr. Vanderbilt. 
So warm did the discussion become that Mr. 
Thos. C. Eastman took up the cudgel in Mr. 
Vanderbilt’s behalf and challenged Mr. 
Work to trot Edwardand Swiveller against 
Aldineand Early Rese for from $10,000 to 
$50,000 a side. This Mr. Work refused to 
do. The discussion was then dropped, but 
the Work constituency, to use the words of 
amember, made it warm for Vanderbilt 
whenever he went to the track. It was 
usual when Mr. Vanderbilt went to the 
track to have some one call his attention to 
the sign on the judges’ stand. It was then 
in order for some one else to 
chip in the remark, ‘“‘Where’s that 
great Hartford team?” Or “Ilow about 
Charter Hoax Park?” When the spring 
derbilt party attempted to 
OUST THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 

and elect a new one that would remove the 
obnoxious sign. In this, however, they were 
unsuccessful, and then Mr. Vanderbilt de 
erlmined to hitch up Maud 8S. and Aldine 
and break the record. As he had driven 
Maud 8. and Aldine fortwodays he deter- 
mined to go up te the track yesterday after- 
noon, give them a trial, and if it was 
near enough the record to war- 
rant his doing 80, he would 
announce the fact that “the great Maud S. 
and Aldine, driven by Mr. William H. Van- 
derbilttoatop road-wagon, will attempt to 
break the mile team record of 2:16%.” 
Yesterday he drove from his stabie at 3:30 
o’clock and jogged slowly up to the driving 
park, wherehe wasin time to see John 
Murphy drive Co). Kip’s team, Birdie C. ana 
Mate, two trials to wagon in 2:24 and 2:24. 
The track was in excellent condition, hay- 
ing just been harrowed and rolled, 
while the air was almost perfect 
for a fast trial. There were about 
fifty members of the club at the club-houss, 
and in answer to their entreaties to give 
them a trial Mr. Vanderbilt answered some- 
what tartly, “I be durned if I don’t.” He 
then ordered the team to be taken from the 
shed, and as they were backed out and the 
wheels cranked to enable him to get in he 
said, ““Lhis wagon and pole weighs 211 


pounds, 
I WEIGH 200, 

that’s 411 pounds, about eighty pounds more 
than Edward and Swiveller pulled around 
the track.” He drove down to the 
track, and as the team came up 
the stretch to go under the 
wire ‘some one remarked, “Why, Maud 1s 
lame!’ So it seemed, asthe same favoring 
of the off fore foot that was noticed by some 
on the previous day was again’ apparent. 
They went under the wire at a good gait and 
as they passed the grand stand Maua 
“broke” badly, and the team was pulled up 
and walked back, wher it was noticed that 
the toe-weight on the off fore foot had been 
dropped. ‘This was remedied and another 
attempt to speed the team was 
made with like results, as Maud 
again “broke” badly. luvestigation proved 
the toe weight on the nigh forefoot had been 
dropped this time and the team driven back 
to the stable where new five and one-half 
ounce toe weights were applied and another 
essfy was made. The team was driven up 
to the distance pole ata lively gait and then 
turned. As they came down the stretch to 
theewire it was seen that though not going 
at any great pace they were going pertectly 
level and true, and as they passed under the 
wire

TWENTY SPLIT SECOND WATCHES 
were started. ‘The team tore around the 
turn close to the pole, and as they went 
down the straight to the quarter pole, they 
were working like one horse. Maud S. was 
nearest the pole and she swished her tail as 
if in high hice, and carried Aldine along at 
a great-pace. The quarter mile was passed 
in 32% seconds. They were kept hard at 
work and went steadily, and amid the cheers 
of the crowd on the Club-house steps passed 
the half mile pole in 1:054%, the time tor the 
second quarter being exactly the sameas the 
first. ‘lurning into the third quarter they 
maintained the same level gait and did the 
three-quarters of a mile in 1:41, 
having taken thirty-five seconds for the third- 
quarter and having done the half mile from 
the quarter to the three-quarter mile marks 
in 184. ‘Lhe crowd at the Club-house then 
began to cheer and: i, must be said that the 
millionaire driver ot the priceless teain 
heard the shouts,as he urged them on to 
greater speed. As they swung round the 
sharp curve at the entrance to the home- 
stretch they seemed 

FAIRLY TO FLY 

and as they neared the wire their driver 
caught the lines in his Jeft hand 
and swished his long whip through 
the air, never however, striking them. As 
theyalashed under the wire a wild shout 
weit up, and acry of 2:15 anneunced to Mr. 
Vanderbilt his signal triumph over Mr. 
Frauk Work. Of the twenty watches on 
the trial thirteen were stopped at 2:15%,four 
at 2:15%, and three at 2:15%, and it was de- 
cided that the majority shoud rule, and the 
time was announced as 2:15%.

‘McGeoch, the Great ‘Cornerer,” 
Fails This Morning. 


Great Excitement on the Chicago 'Change— 
The Lard Corner Did It—McGeoch Caught 
- at Last—Eight Other Failures—A Perfect 
Panic—The Wild Break—Scenes on the St. 


Louis Change. ‘ 


CrIcaGo, June 16.—A season of extraor- 
dinary excitement prevailed on ‘Change im- 
mediately after the opening this morning by 
arumor freely bandied about that the firm of 


operators McGeach, Everingham & Co., who 
have for along time been looked on as the 
heaviest dealers in lard and other 
provisions on the Chicago Board had failed. 
This was verified in a measure soon after- 
ward by a member of the firm circulating 
about on the floor of the "Change and noti- 
fying all with whom they were interested on 
provision deals to close them out. Some-

for a time interest in other trading was lost 
The effect was to be seen at once ‘n quota- 
tions of lard and July options, which yester.

Peter McGeoch, the head of the firm, 
is a resident of Milwaukee, and is 
familiarly styled “The Milwaukee Milk- 
man.” lHieis reputed to have been a leader 
in a number of daring bull movements on 
both the Chicago and Milwaukee markets, 
and he failed here two years ago. His firm 
came peeneaty before the public two 
weeks ago y_ their refusal to 
receive a large consignment of lard from 
Chicago on the ground that it was tainted, 
and over which disputed fact an investiga- 
tion on the board is nowin progress. ‘Lhe 
firm has since accepted the lard in question 
under protest. d 


The Greatest Break Known. 
lty Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, June 16.—A panic on ’Change 
was occasioned this morning by the failure 
of MeGeoch, Everingham & Co., who 
have been for some weeks running a 
corner in lard. ‘The liabilities are $600,000, 
and the assets will be about half that 
amount. The firm consists of Peter 
McGeoch, Sumner Evering ham, 
Frank A. Crittenden and J. 
Peacock. Mr. Everingham states they were 
disappointed this morning in a failure to ne- 
gotiate aloan of $500,000, and were com- 


pelled to suspend. All their deals 
were closed out on ‘Change under 
the rule to-day. The house 
held all the cash Jard in Chicago, amounting 
to 140,000 tlerces, which cost them about 
11.30. When the price dropped 
this morning to 9.30, their margins 
were exhausted. The wildest excitement 
occurred on ae The July option broke 
down from 11.35, the closing price of yester- 
day, to 9.05, but rallied at noon to 9.60. It is 
the greatest break ever kuown in this 
market. 

August lard closed yesterday at 10:47%, 
and to-day sold down to 9.30, the sharpest 
decline ever known here. Daly 
pork sold off 70 cents. #$Wheat 
and other grains were also affected by the 
panic, but the decline was partially reeov- 
ered. Len Stofer reports. a loss of 3,000 
on the McGeoch (failure, and a 
long line of other creditors will 
show up during the afternoon. Daniel 
Wells, Jr., of Milwaukee, was interested 
with the wrecked house in the lard corner 
and has lost $15,000. The pandemonium on 
‘Change during the forenoon was so great 
that business was almost suspended. ‘The 
market here in July and August lard 
was over-sold about 300,000  tierces, 
and the street and country 
speculators will lose two millions of dollars 
by the break of to-day. The McGeoch peo- 
pie have been tightly squeezed for several 
weeks and in precipitating the 
lard investigation against Fowler Bros., the 
market was broken down, carrying with it 
the manipulators of the great corner, which 
is now totally busted.

There was intense excitement on ’Change 
this forenoon over the news of McGeoch’s 
failure. The first report came in at an early 
hour, simply stating, ‘“‘McGeoch has busted.” 
The Chicago provision market had opened 
largely lower and prices ran down rapidly 
and heavily. Lard showed the worst freak, 
as it was in that McGeoch was principally 
interested. July lard in Chicago, which 


closed yesterday at 11.17%c, sold down to 
9.05¢, a decline of 2%c a pound, which is 
equal to $6 80 a tierce, or $1,700 for a single 
lot of 250 tierces. This terrible decline 
created great excitement on the floor, espec- 
ially in the “provision § corner. 
large crowd gathered around and watched 
the chalk marks as they dwindled rapidly 
downward. The McGeoch deal in lard has 
been watched with profound interest by Si. 
Louis operators. eGeoch bulled the mar- 
ket to a high point some time ago, but with- 
in the past couple weeks or so it has been 
getting away with him. His refusal to ac- 
cept the Fowler lard*on contract on the 
ground that it was adulterated; the decision 
against him by the committee; his accept- 
ance of the lard under protest, and the sub- 
sequent trial arising out of it, interested 
every one here greatly. 1t was supposed at 
one time that McGeoch had Phil Armour at 
his back, but this idea has been dispelled 
lately. McGeoch has been one of the boid- 
est and most successful speculators on the 
Chicago Board of ‘Trade. long 
time ago he was a Milwaukee grain 
operator, and, etting mixed up in 
market there on the wrong side, he was 
ruined, partly through the eamity of some 
of the Milwaukee merchants that he had in- 
curred. He left Milwaukee, but he left be- 
hind him the threat that he would = yet 
ruin every man who was instrumental in 
bringing about his failure. And he did it. 
Years after he turned up in Chicago with a 
“corner” in grain, and his Milwaukee ene-’ 
mies on the wrong side of the market. He 
brought them to their knees and their money 
to his pockets before he got through With 
them. Since then he has been a shining 
light inthe grain markets of this country. 
He has run many “corners” and gen- 
erally been successful. But his 
last attempt to run the 
jard market of Chicago was too much for 
tim. St. Louis will not suifer through this 
failure. Very few dealers here had trans- 
actions with MeGeoeh, and these not enough 
to hurt them. ‘The extraordinary drop in 
rices will only result in heavier margins 
coin called for against any who nay be 
long in Chicago provisions, but the St. Louis 
men are well abie to meet these calls. ‘The 
opinion was pretty generally eXpressed in 
the provision corner that the decline could 
not be kept up and that there must be a re- 
action. ‘Lhis opinion was in part verilied, 
for soon after the lowest point was 
reached prices turned sharply up-

The 
local wheat market was perfectly 
wild during this decline, Prices 
let down rapidly and considerably, and in- 
tense excitement prevailed. It was notice 
able, however, that there were free and 
heavy buyers here at the decline, On the 
early call prices juinped around violently, 
but there was such a sharp demand that the 
general feeling mas very strong. It ap- 
peared to be the opinion of the buils that it 
was a good time to buy, and some of the 
shorts were of the same opinion.

To the Eaitor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Our esteemed and very Mstinguished friend, 
Prof. Felix Adler, while ona visit here recently, 


very naively remarked that*‘the smoke and dust 


of St. Louis made speech difficult.” This Is, in 
deed, a fact which we have heard previously men- 
tioned by physicians. If the, throat and vocal 
organs are afflicted unfavorably by the smoke in 
St. Louis, will you please inform us if the honora- 
ble directors of our projected musical hall and ex- 
position bad taken this into account when they 
located it in Missouri Park? 

Has any one of the directors spent two or three 
nights at either one of the hotels or private resi- 
dences in the vicinity of Missouri Park in order to 


test the atmosphere of that locality, particularly 
when the tobacco factory on Thirteenth street and 
St. Charles is in full biast? 1f they have not made 
this experiment, we think they oughtto do so. 
Are they aware of the fact that the old residents 
of Lucas place above Fourteenth street, as also 
many Others on Washington avenue and that 
neighborhood, have orn appealed to the 
soard of Health to have the tobacco factory 
of Liggett & Meyers, declared a nuisance? If the 
musical Oall and exposition building is located 
opvosite to the factory, we do not hesitate to say 
that, after the deed is done, the directors will 
be most certainly called toacritical account b 
the stockholders aad the public, as it will be diffi- 
cull, if sot impossible, to find singers who will 
expose their voices so near the stifling exhala- 
tions of the factory. The directors chosen are 
among the most honorable citizens of St. Louis, 
and their sélection has been well made; but let 
them be warned in time regarding this matter, 
which is of vital importance to every stockholder, 
as also to every citizen of this, our proud city. 
When the exposition building is finished, we do 
not want that it should bein any sense a failure: 
but if no heed is taken to what we have expresse 
above, and it is placed vis-a-vis to something 
which is a stigma to the neighborhood and which 
has —— damaged the property for several 
squares adjacent, the success of our exposition 
will - be oomed. Think of the 
fumes ana smoke pouring in upon 
an audience at the musical hall, 
some hot nightin summer! Can St. Louis, in re- 
spect to hersell, tolerate such a shameful incon- 
venience as a laclury opposite her exposition 
building? 

Whea the new Southern hotel was first opened 
its:success was iinperilled from the smoke and 
fumes Of this same lactory, which was then located 
some blocks south of it. The proprietors of the 
Southern made a strong complaint against it,and, 
fortunately for them, but unfortunately for Mis- 
sOurl Park and the private families and hotels 
about there, and alsofor our proposed exposi- 
tion, the factory was removed to its present site. 

One of two things should be done: either the 
fumes and smoke shouid be abated, or the expo- 
sition building must be located in another place. 
It might be erected in Carr park, or in Washing- 
ton park. Wesincerely hopethe board of di- 
rectors will make no mistake in this most impor- 
tantinatter. If the Board of Health do not con- 
dewn the factory, then let tne board of directors 
do theirduty and cut tne “Gordian knot” by 
placing the*building in some locality free from 
unpleasant odors. 

Mr. Editor, we have one favor to ask: Open 
your batteries upon this nuisance, or warn the 
subscribers tothe exposition, whoare the ones 
materiady interested, to call a meeting and insist 
that it shall be erected in some locality free from 
any such objectionabie surroundings,

| CAUGHT ON. 


The Trade and Military Display 
Indorsed by all Business Men. 


— — 
——K— 


Hopeful Anticipations of its Projectors—Ex- 
cellence, not Length, to be its Character= 
istic—An Undertaking Which Enlists Pops 
ular Approval. 


The enthusiasm displayed at the second 
meeting of the Merchants and Manufac- 
turers’ Display Association, at the Mercan- 
tile Club rooms yesterday evening, and the 
business-like way in which they disposed of 
the work on hand, settles definitely the point 
that the trades and military procession 
which is to come off on a night towards 
the close of the coming fair 
week is to be the grandest affair of the kind 
ever attempted in the United States. The 
spirit of the meeting unanimously expressed 
by those who did the talking was that in the 
projected proeession quality rather than 
quantity should be the desideratum—that 
instead of a long drawn aut monotony of 
signs mounted upon business wagons advis- 
ing the people where to-go to get this or 
that article of the highest quajty 
and at the lowest prices, the successive dis- 
plays should be works of art worthy of the 
occasion and properly emblematic of the 
business interests of a great city. 
The trouble about such _ processions 


is that they are generally  tape- 
wormy in their dimensions, a strung-out suc- 
cessionof sights presenting nothing of nov- 
elty and suggesting but a trifle of enterprise, 
and a prolongation of cheap decoration lack- 
ing substance, po the thing that spectators 
would weary of looking at before atenth of it 
had passed before their eyes. ‘The views ex- 
pressed at the meeting were strongly in- 
dorsed at an important conference held this 
morning between j. Rai nwater, 

resident of the M. & D. ns 
Joseph Specht, of the Famous, Freeman 
Barnum, who is paternally responsible for 
the project, and a Post-DISPATCH reporter, 
who had gathered them together, in order 
that he might at one stroke ascertain their 
joint views on the subject, which is now oc- 
cupying so much of their attention. 

“It’s going to be a big thing,” said Mr. 
Barnum. 

“Not only a big thing, but also a good, 
grand and gorgeous one,’ said Mr. Specht. 
“We ain’t going to letaman string out 
twenty-five business wagons, one after an- 
other, with 

A PIECE OF SIGN-WRITING 
on the side as the only decoration of each.” 

“No, sir,” said Maj. Rainwater, “the plan 
of each display will have to be submitted to 
the executive committee and they will take 
care that tne standard of artistic excellence 
will be high.” 

“The brewers have told me that in the 
preparation of their floats money will not be 
spared. They will combine in the work and 
the result will be magnificent,” said Mr. 
Specht. 

‘IT know a firm which has already decided 
to spend$1,500 on a single float to represent 
their trade,’ said Mr. Barnum. 

“A prominent manufacturer told me that 
he was going to put fifteen handsome floats 
in line, but when I explained our plan to 
him he readily fell in-with the idea, and 
agreed with me that one magnificent float 
would be more attractive than a lot of little 
ones, he at once modified his plans,” re- 
marked Major Rainwater. 

“Half amile of rich and artistic decora- 
tions, of the kind mentioned, will please 
better than twenty miles of wagons piled up 
with bales and boxes,” said Mr. Specht. 

‘*The local military are going to take part, 
and I already have good reason to believe 
that the leading organizations outside will 
help in the martial display. | the by, Bar- 
num, did I1.tell you that I had aJready over 
300 applications for admission to active par- 
ticipation in the procession? There are al-

A PostT-DISPATCH reporter called on Mr.

This 
amount was paid a little less than a year 
ago and was paid by check. The firm has 
Judge Krum ’s receipt for this amount, but 
as Mr. Franklin was out at the St. Louis 
Club, and he had no data with him, the exact 
dates could not be learned. 

WORSE AND WORSE. 
The further investigation is pushed into 
Chester Krum’s business relations with the 
community the darker the record seems to be 
which he has left, The law requires that 
an assignee shall not only file a 
statement and inventory of the trust placed 
in his hands at the next regular 
term of the Circuit Court after the filing and 
Ng of his bond, but that statements 
shall be made at each succeeding term of the 
court. According to this, Krum should have 
made reports to Circuit Court No. 4 at the 
last October, December, February, 
April and June terms; but 
he has done no such thing, 
and nothing but his bond remains on file in 
the hands of the cireuit clerk. It is also re- 
quired by law that the assignee stiall, within 
a prescribed time, publish his ability to set- 
tle with the creditors, either by paying at 
least afive per cent dividend on their demand 
or such amount as remains in his possession, 
less the costs required by court, and the 
other legitimate expenses of winding up the 
business. ‘Taking Mr. Franklin’s statement 
the Wm. Barr Company paid Mr.’ Krum 
$20,000. No notice of the receipt by him of 
any such sum was ever made. to 
the creditors. The Post-DISPATCH is a cred- 
itor of the defunct house toa small amount, 
dud has never been called upon to present 
it, demand oraccepta cent in settlement. 
The record in No. 4 shows that Mr. Krum 
was ordered to accept a bid for $42,000 from 
the Barr Company.

FORFENOON SESSION, CLOSING AT 1 P. M. 

The early hours of this forenoon saw a wildly 
excited wheat market. The failure of McGeoch 
and the fearful break in Chicago provisions ex- 
cited the local crowd, and then Chicago wheat 
commenced tumbling, followed by nearly all the 
other markets.

THE FRENCH FAILURE. 

The French expedition at Tonquin has 
been watched with unusual interest for the 
light it would throw on the results of army 
reorganization in France and the probable 
fighting capacity of France as an European 
power. Those who have watched the frivo- 
lous changes and vacillating purpose dis- 
played by the French army administration 
in ‘its feebie attempts to remedy the glaring 
and shameful faults revealed by the late war 
with Germany have generally reasoned that 
France has been continuously as weak as 
when her armies were doubled up and 
driven back or captured as they 
stood helpless and harmless. But, on 
the other hand, we have been told 
that reforms had _ been introduced, 
and that vigorous and energetic manage- 
ment in the army itself had more than com- 
pensated for the errors of administration, 
and that when the test came the French Re- 
public would know how to vindicate its old 
miltary renown. 

Well, the test has come, and, though the 
experiment was made onasmall scale ped 
against a few miserable adversaries, it has 
sufficed to show that the French army is as 
helpless now for all the practical purposes 
of modern war as it was thirteen years ago. 
Tne personal bravery of the men and the 
devotion of the officers is not questioned, but 
the cause of the failure of the expedition 
is plainly shown in the contradictory orders 
given te the man in charge and to the bu- 
reaucratic folly of attempting to direct a 
movement of less thana battalion of men 
by orders from the Government of Tonquin 
modified by orders from the Government at 
Paris. An administration capable of such 
imbecility in small matters is not capable of 
anything in great matters, and the French 
army is afaliure. It does not need a triple 
alliance to prevent the threatened ‘“‘revenge.”’ 


| THE FEE BILLS. 

The ridiculous failure of the Star Route 
trials is emphasized by the tremendous bills 
which the Government has incurred for le- 
gal services, and which the people are now 
called onsto pay. Forcarrying on through 
morths and months a case which was prac- 
tically barred by the statute of limitations, 
and for making ten-day speeches on points 
which were outside of the case, several legal 
‘mediocrities have managed to draw some- 
thing like $150,000 from the pockets of the 
tax-payers, and there are several bills to 
come in yet. 

It isto be regretted that the custom of 
paying excessive fees and allowances to law- 
yersis one which is steadily on the increase; 
and it is still more to be regretted that the bar 
of the United States, instead of rebuking 
this abuse is found almost unanimous in de 
fence of it. The argument is put forward 
that if the Government wishes to get first- 
class legal talent it must pay as much as is 
paid for outside business. 

This is a plausible proposition, but it is 
fallacious. The Government, to begin with, 
does not employ first-class talent and it does 
not get the same service which private indi- 
viduals exact when they play at litigation 
for high stakes. The Government picks up 
little men through motives of political favor- 
itism, gives them opportunities of enriching 
themselves in various ways and then sets 
them up as high-priced lawyers. We do not 
need any more complete illustration of the 
way the legal jobs of the Government are run 
than this star route case, in which the Goy- 
ernment has been beaten by the attomeys 
on the other side and by the attorneys oni s 
own side.

A few days ago there was some objection by the 
insurance companies to the non-enforcement of 
the building ordinance by the Commissioner of 
Public Buildings. It seems to me that a law 
which is of such-general benefit to the insurance 
companies by its rigorous enforcement should be 
paid for partly by those who receive the profits. 
Why do not those companies have two or three 
men émployed to see that the law is enforced? 
Go 100K at the buildings and see if they are con- 
structed in accordance with the law. 
There is no more conscientious official 


and competent one than Mr. Beatte. 
but he cannot draw plans, make details and su- 
perintend all the buildings which are put up by 
the city, issue permits, look over ail the plans, 
read ail the specifications for buildings for which 
he issues permits and inspect every building in 
the city.

The 
building law should be amended as [tollows: No 
shingle roots should be permitted-in the fire lim- 
its, as they only serve as a maich-box in case of 
fire,for sparks will easily set them on fire. Tin, 
gravel or slate are but little higher than shin gies, 
and are far superios as aroot when properly put 
on, will last double as long and in the end are 
much cheaper. All elevators should be enclosed 
with a fire-proof wail clear through the buildin 
and at ieast two teet over the top of the rool, 
Tie partition wall that divides the stage from 
the audience in theaters or buildings used for 
public pe:formaunces shouid be fire-proof. All con- 
nections of Water and sewers on streets and alleys 
should be dune by their respective departments, 
then they would be better done, our streets and 
alleys would not be full of holes or settling for 
six months atter they are done, which has been 
the case up to date.

SAU AH-BRAH. 


The Burmese Convert Who is to Lecture 
in St. Louis, 


Among the guests at the St. James Hotel 
isa native Burmese gentleman, Sau Ah-Brah, 
by name. Mr. Sau Ah-Brah was born in the 
city of Henthada, in British Burmah, about 
thirty years ago. Becoming a convert to 
Christianity at an early age he was disowned 
by his father and then managed to reach 
this country, where he has been a student 


for the past thirteen years. He graduated 
at Jefferson Medical College, Philadeiphia, 
in March, 1882, and is at present engaged in 
a lecturing tour of the United States. He 
will deliver a lecture on lndia in the Second 
Baptist Church,» corner Beaumont and 
Locust streets, on next Monday evening. A 
Post-DiIsPATCH reporter met Dr. Sau Ah- 
Brah atthe St. James this morning. The 
doctor is a small, slender gentieman, who 
speaks English with the ease and fluencey of 
a native, and without the slightest accent. 
His hair is long and very black; his com- 
plexion about as dark as that of a Chinaman 
and his eyes are a deep brown. 

“lL arrived in St. Louis yesterday morn- 
ing,” said Sau Ah Brah, “during a storm 
that reminded me of the burmese monsoon.” 

“What isa monsoon like?” inquired the 
reporter. 

“Itisatornado which regularly sweeps 
over Burmah from the Bay of Bengal every 


June, lt begins to blow usually 
at about half past three in 
the alterfioon, and lasts until 


the next morning, It is very destructive, 
but its after effects are always beneficial to 
the country. ‘The Bay of Bengal during the 
monsoon period, say for two or three weeks 
every summer, is the most treacherous sea 
in the world.”’ 

‘Flow large a country is Burmah?” 

“It is about 1,000 miles long by 400 miles 
wide. The total population is from 7,000,000 
to 8,000,000. The country on the coast is trib- 
utary to Engiand, but the interior and 
northern territory isan independent mon- 
archy under King Theebau, who reigns at 
Mandalay.” 

‘Is it the same Theebaud who several years 
ago massacred so many natives and foreign- 


ers?’ 

“Exactly. Theebau was instigated to 
his crimes by the Greeks and Italians at- 
tached to his court. Besides, he was drunk. 
He has not committed any atrocities lately, 
and very likely never will again.” 


Dr. Sau Ah-Brah, continuing his 
remarks on the subject of 
Theebau, suggested as the reason 


why his people did not rise against him was 
the fact that they have no newspapers to 
tell them of what goes on. “They don’t 
even know the King’s name. They simply 
know that they have a King whose power is 
is despotic and absolute.” 

From St. Louis Dr. Sau Ah Brah goes 
West, after which he will return to the 
East and thence sail for Europe some time 
next fall.

dreg. Yesterday he drank harder than usual,and 
his wife, fearing bodily harm to herself and chil- 
dren, left home with her family and went 
to the residence of her married 
daughter on the Istand. Voelker Was not 
seen after eight o'clock last night Will Charles 
Wilhelm, a grainer working on tue new house on 
the front of his property. came to work shortly 
after six o'clock this morning. Upon opening the 
door in the rear of the house smoke poured out 
and rendered an entrance dangereags. Wil- 
helm next visiled the basement 
by another door and found 
the smoke still thicker. An entrance was ef- 
lected and all the windows opened, and a large 

pile of wood la the feout apartment of the base- 
ment found in flames. The flre was easily extin- 

guished before gaining heanway. first thing 
Wilhelm found was an empty coal-oil can, apd a 
closer invesWgation reveaied the ghastly sight 
of Voelker lying on _ his back 
covered with nis own blood. which had formed a 
large pool about the body. The head was almost 
severed from the body, the head hanging back 
over the side of a littie hill,and the horrible gash, 
large enough to admit & man’s head, covered with) 
congealed blood, dirt and ies. Near 
his right hand lay the razor with 
which the bloody work was done. The coroner 
wus notified and commenced the inquest at eleven 
o’clock this morning.

A known, that I, Charles Everts, of the city of St. 
Louis, in the State of Missouri, have invented a new 
and useful improvement in packing wooden ware, 
and declare that the fuilowing isa full, Glear exact 
description thereof: 

My invention relates to packing wooden ware, pails 
tubs, or other similar articles, so that the hoops shall 
be prevented from sticking or adhering to the inside 
of such other pail, tub, or other similar article into 
which the same may be packed or nested. In order 
that others may be enabled to use my invention I now 
proceed to describe its construction aad mode of 
operation. 

I take two or three narrow strips of thin pliable 
wood or veneerine (say two inches to five inches 
more or less in width) cut thin enough to bend readi- 
ly, made by any suitable means, and long enough to 
reach trom above the top hoop on one side of the pail, 
tub, etc., and to extend down along the staves and 
across the bottom of the pail, -_ etc., up high 
enough to posnses above the top of the top hoop on 
the opposite side of such pail, tub, ete. 

I then adjust said strips crosswise in or Upon @ pall, 
tub, or other similar article, so that when another 
putt or tub is forced into it the ends of said strips shail 
project above the pail or tub, inorupon which they 
are placed, and on opposite sides thereof at about 
equal heights. I then repeat the process Just <e- 
seribed. The narrow strips used gnay be of shorter 
lengths and be so placed that they will reach only 
from above the upper hoop to the bottom and around 
the bottom ot the staves on one side ofthe pall or 
tub ouly. 

These strips used as described will prevent the 
hoops from sticking or adhering to the inside of the 
pail, or tub, etc., into which the pail or tub has been 
packed or nested. ‘ 

What I claim 4s new is, a woodenware packing, the 
same being thin pliable strips of wood or veneering, 
of suitable width and of sufficient length to extend 
from above the top hoop on one side of the artic’e 
down the staves and across the bottom, and up high 
enough to cover the top hoop on the opposite side, or 
such strips may reach only from above the upper 
hoop to the bottom and around the bottom of the 
staves.
